BASEBALL SALARIES. 


It has always seemed absurd that 


baseball stais should have the big sal- 
aries so often paid them. "We send our 
boys to college to acquire the wisdom 
of the ages. The professors that teach 
them that wisdom think themselves 
lucky if they get ?3.000 a year. And 
then some of these boys become proles- 
sional ball players and draw salaries 
twice what their professors can earn 
in their intellectual task. And to eain 
this high pay, a grammar school edu- 
cation might have been sufficient. 


Perhaps the magnates begin to think 


so too. This year the major leagues 
will cut salaries $200,000 by paying for 
five months instead of six. 


It is unfortunate that a city or town 


•wishing to run a salaried ball team, 
whether in the big league or some lo- 
cal combination, must pay such large 
amounts to get 
fast 
players. The 


small city wishing to run a snappy lit- 
tle semi-professional team, is as badly 
stumped by the salary problem as the 
big city striving to keep a team in a 
major league. 


The trouble is our people do not take 


interest in sport unless they win. You 
may put out a fast team, entitled to 
the town's loyal support. But if the 
next town has one a little faster, the 
fans won't 
back 
up the home team. | 


They yell at it from the bleachers, the 
players get sore, and the enterprise is 
abandoned. 


Heal lovers of baseball get pleasure 


out of the game even if they don't al- 
ways win. If the fans would back a 
hard working team even if it did lose

The first American whose personali- 
ty made a deep impression upon the 
British people was Benjamin Franklin 
when, more than a century and a half 
ago, he went to London from Philadel- 
phia to vuge a more liberal attitude of 
the crown toward its American colonies.

under the reactionary

of the Hanoverian 
George III.

If he failed to convince the 
Tory ministers of the justice of his 
cause, Franklin at least made a last- 
ing impression by his many-sided char- 
acter upon the men whose minds were 
moie open and who were able to ap- 
preciate the vigor and wide range of 
his intellect.

The royal honors paid to 
President AVilson and the popular en- 
thusiasm with -which he had been re- 
cened may be said to measure 
the

since Franklin made his vain pleas to 
deaf ears.

seaboard.
